It is gratifying to note that the per cent of attendance in 
four out of five of the Dunbarton schools exceeds the state 
average of 94 per cent; and for the fifth school it is only 
slightly below that figure. In the matter of tardiness, the 
average per pupil for the state is 1.1 per pupil, while Dun- 
barton has 2 tardinesses per pupil—nearly twice as many. 
The record of the Montalona and South Dunbarton schools 
in this respect is very creditable, while the Centre school 
makes a very poor showing, with more tardinesses than all 
the other schools put together. The register shows that over 
three-fourths of these were cases of tardiness at the beginning 
of the afternoon session. 

The smallest school last year, as shown by Table I, was the 
South Dunbarton school. This year the two pupils from 
Goffstown who attended that school are enrolled at Grasmere, 
and the South Dunbarton school is left with only eight pupils. 
Burnham Hill also is small, with only eight pupils this year. 


HEALTH OF OuR SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


The work of health supervision in our schools by a school 
nurse, begun last year by Ruth Whitcomb of Concord, is now 
being carried on by Edith Walker, whose address is 1492 
Elm Street, Manchester. Miss Walker has charge of this 
work in six adjoining districts—Dunbarton, Weare, Goffs- 
town Town, Goffstown Special, New Boston, and Bedford. 
Dunbarton is regularly assigned 17 days of Miss Walker’s 
time during the school year, but may be entitled to more in 
case of emergency, such as an epidemic. 

The outstanding results of last year’s health work included 
a dental clinic at which 43 cases were treated—about half of 
all pupils in school. This year a special effort is being made 
to correct cases of defective eyesight. Each school is also 
being supplied with an outfit of bandages and other materials 
for first aid in case of minor accidents, through the generosity 
of the Red Cross.

Our ScHOOL BUILDINGS. 


In accordance with plans discussed at the school meeting 
last March, the Burnham Hill school has been remodeled 
into a thoroughly up-to-date building. The foundation, 
brickwork, and chimney have been thoroughly repaired; the 
windows (all but one) have been moved to the left side and 
increased in number to equal one-fifth of the floor area; the 
schoolroom is refinished in a lght color, has white canvas 
window shades and additional blackboard space; and electric 
lights have been installed. It is now certainly the most 
pleasant study room in town. 

The Montalona school has been equipped with a modern 
ventilating heater, which seems to be giving good satisfaction. 


INSTRUCTION IN OuR SCHOOLS. 


It is difficult to describe clearly and briefly what goes on in 
school, and most parents have only a hazy notion of the pro- 
cesses of modern education. Instruction, however, is the 
thing for which we pay taxes, and as the fundamental aim 
of the whole school system, deserves some space in this report. 

Reading is the first and most important single subject 
taught.in our schools. Recent studies by psychologists have 
shown that there are distinct differences between oral reading 
and silent reading, and that each of these processes should be 
thoroughly taught in school. It is also true that the habit of 
moving lips (7. e., whispering the words) while reading si- 
lently, is a serious handicap because it prevents rapid reading. 
Teachers today give emphasis to proper enunciation and ex- 
pression in oral reading, also to drill on meanings of words 
and sentences, and to training in getting the thought quickly 
from text books in history, geography, etc. Even an occasional 
reading lesson from the arithmetic text book is helpful, for 
much. of the difficulty pupils have in solving problems can be 
traced to imperfect understanding of what they read. 
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Music is a subject not often classed among the “funda- 
mentals,” but one which deserves more systematic attention 
than it is apt to receive in rural schools. For better instruc- 
tion in this subject, new text books and phonograph records 
are being supplied, and music has a regular place on the 
school program. 

In order to assist teachers in solving their problems, a 
series of meetings for discussion and study is being held this 
year. Each teacher is asked to attend three meetings during 
the year. Another institution which is proving helpful to 
teachers is the professional library, circulated from the super- 
intendent’s office. This consists of recent books and maga- 
zines dealing with school and classroom problems. Over sixty 
volumes are now in circulation among the fifty-one teachers 
in the union. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR THE COMING YEAR. 


(1) <A Longer School Year, 


You will note by referring again to Table I that the Dun- 
barton schools were in session last year, on the average, only 
346 half-days, while the average for the state is 355.4 half- 
days. This means that the pupils in Dunbarton, because of 
holidays and other no-school days, lacked nearly an entire 
week of having a full school year according to the state aver- 
age. I believe we should follow the plan now in use in many 
districts, of adopting a school year of 180 days, with the pro- 
vision that teachers’ institute days and visiting days may be 
counted as school days. Such a regulation permits the proper 
celebration of our numerous holidays without depriving our 
children of their full share of educational privileges. 


(2) Less Tardiness. 


The co-operation of parents is earnestly urged, that we 
may cut down even more the record of tardiness which we 
still have in Dunbarton. 


(3) Correction of Visual Defects. 


Glasses may not be becoming to children, and they are cer- 
tainly expensive; but neither the appearance nor the expense 
should stand in the way of improving our children’s ability 
to see clearly. To those parents whose children’s eyesight is 
reported to be poor, this reminder is addressed, in the earnest 
hope that they will make an effort to correct the defects at 
once. 


(4) Continued Improvement of School Buildings. 


It seems to me that a number of minor repairs on several 
buildings is desirable for this year instead of an extensive 
remodeling of one building. There are many cracks in the 
walls of the Montalona school, through which the winter wind 
may whistle on cold days. The stove at the Centre school is 
in need of repair or replacement and the condition of the 
school yards, both at the Montalona and Waite schools, is no 
credit to our town. 


CONCLUSION. 


I am glad of this opportunity to express my appreciation of 
the generous co-operation I have received during the past year 
from pupils, teachers, school board members and other citi- 
zens.
